Sont invités à siéger à la Com- 
mission Internationale de Numismatique les délégués: |

b. des organisations et sociétés numismatiques représentatives de chaque 
PATES 

c. des ateliers monétaires nationaux. 
Ces membres payeront une cotisation fixée par le Bureau. 


Art. 3. Séances el votes. La Commission tiendra au moins une séance 
à l'occasion de chaque Congrés international des Sciences historiques et de 
chaque Congrès international de Numismatique. En dehors des séances un 
vote peut avoir lieu par correspondance. Le vote est acquis à la majorité 
des voix exprimées.

CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
modified on 9 July 1953 and on 9 September 1955 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission of 
the International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the purpose of 
facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries in the sphere 
of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each country; 


c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau. 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission shall hold at least one 
meeting on the occasion of each International Congress of Historical Sciences 
and each International Numismatic Congress. Apart from these meetings, 
a vote may be taken by correspondance. A majority of the votes cast shall 
be requisite for any measure. 


Art. 4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 


a president, 

a vice-president, 

à secretary, 

an assistant-secretary, 

a treasurer, 

and four ordinary members. 


Members are elected at the meeting of the Commission that will be held 
during each International Congress of Numismatics and each International 
Congress of Historical Sciences. Members are reeligible. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the 
Bureau are as follows: 


a. to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numismatic 
Congresses; 


C. to ensure that numismatics is represented, where possible, at congresses 
of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 
e. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 


f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are covered 
by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscriptions of 
corporate members and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission of the Bureau may appoint 
Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same rights 
as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of tbe Commission. The seat of the Commission is that of 
the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may be 
made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be 
dissolved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU

Dr. G. C. Mirzs of New York, was specially invited to attend the meeting. 


1. The minutes of the meeting of the Bureau held in Naples on October 
21st, 1966 were approved unanimously. 


2. Dr. SUTHERLAND had sent a report which was read to the Bureau by the 
secretary. The President here regretted Mr. MOSSER's retiring from the 
Bureau on account of his health, and thanked Dr. Mires for his willing- 
ness to attend in Mr. MossÉR's place. Next the President mentioned his 
attendance at the 125th anniversary of the Royal Numismatic Society of 
Belgium and at the first working meeting of the Centro Internazionale 
di Studi Numismatici at Naples. Finally the President very much regretted 
his absence and expressed the wish that the Commission should long 
continue to play an important part in numismatics. 


3. The Bureau adopted the accounts presented by the treasurer for the year 
1966, already printed in Compte-rendu no. 13/1966. 


4. The International Numismatic Congress in Copenhagen, 1967. 
O. MØRKHOLM submitted a working programme for consideration by the 
Bureau. It was carefully gone through and adopted. O. MØRKHOLM was 
authorized to make any necessary changes regarding the distribution of 
the minor communications and the invitations to various scholars to take 
the chair at the meetings. 

The Survey of Numismatic Research to be published in connection 
with the Congress will appear in 3 volumes of about 750 pages in all. 
The costs of printing of 1000 copies will be about 67.000 Danish 
crowns. The secretary was authorized to make the necessary arrangements 
for selling the surplus copies in order to cover part of the increased costs. 
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The question of publication of the lectures given at the Copenhagen 
Congress was also discussed. It was agreed that the lectures should be 
published in various numismatic periodicals. Dr. RASMUSSON suggested 
that papers and off-prints should carry a statement, mentioning that they 
were delivered at the Congress. 


Dr. MILES submitted a preliminary invitation to hold the next Inter- 
national Numismatic Congress in U.S.A. in the year 1973 or 1974. 
The suggestion was accepted with warm thanks, and Dr. MILEs was 
asked to continue his exploration of the possibilities. 


The problems concerning international support for Numismatic Literature 
were discussed. The general usefulness of Num. Lit. was acknowledged 
by all. Professor HÄVERNICK suggested that it should be published 
annually instead of semi-annually. This was supported by Dr. RASMUSSON 
while Dr. MGRKHOLM preferred it to be published as quick as possible. 
Dr. LE RIDER raised the question of abstracting in other languages than 
English in order to promote the sale in Europe. 

It was agreed that Dr. Mixes should refer the discussion to the 
publication-committee of the American Numismatic Society and that the 
matter should be further discussed during the Congress in Copenhagen. 


Concerning the XIIIth international historical Congress in Moscow 1970 
it was decided that the International Committee of Historical Sciences 
should be asked to assign some time to numismatic lectures within the 
mediaeval field 1f possible. 

It was also agreed that the International Numismatic Commission 
ought to be represented at the IXth international Congress of classical 
Archaeology in Damascus 1968. 

The next meeting of the Bureau was fixed for Tuesday the 29th of 
August 1967 at 8 p.m. at the Royal Collection of Coins and Medals in 
Copenhagen. 

Dr. N. L. RASMUSSON expressed his wish to retire from the Bureau on 
account of his health. To fill the two vacant seats of the Bureau the 
names of Dr. GEORGE C. MILES, U.S.A., and Dr. RYSZARD KIERSNOWSKI, 
Poland, were suggested. 

It was agreed that the members of the Bureau should consider possible 
candidates for honorary membership. Ono Meteo

. The minutes of the meeting of the Bureau held in Copenhagen on 
May 18th 1967 were approved unanimously. 


. The organization of the open discussion on numismatic problems of 
international interest due to take place on Wednesday August 30th 1967 
as part of the Copenhagen Congress, was discussed and agreed upon. 


. The Agenda for the plenary session of the Commission on September 
2nd 1967 was fixed. The Bureau agreed to propose to the Commission 
that the next international numismatic congress should be arranged in 
Washington and New York in 1973. 


. The Bureau agreed that Dr. RYSZARD KIERSNOWSKI, Poland, and Dr. 
GEORGE C. Mises, U.S.A., should be proposed to the Commission as 
new members of the Bureau in replacement of Mr. SAWYER MCA. 
Mosser of New York and Dr. Nits LUDVIG RASMUSSON of Stockholm. 
The other members of the Bureau were willing to be reelected. 

As honorary members the following were suggested: Mr. SAWYER 
McA. Mosser, Dr. WILLY SCHWABACHER, and Mrs. IRENE VAROUCHA- 
CHRISTODOULOPOULOS. It was agreed that these names should be 
proposed to the Commission. 


. Dr. MØRKHOLM submitted the accounts for *A Survey of Numismatic 
Research 1960-1965”. The expenses amounted to 76.940 Danish crowns, 
of which 56.000 Danish crowns were available from various grants and 
from part of the inscription fee for the congress. The remaining 20.940 
Danish crowns should be covered from sales through Münzen und 
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Medaillen A.G., Basel, and Spink & Son, Ltd., London. Member insti- 
tutions and honorary members can order the work from the secretariat 
of the Commission at a reduced price. In connection with future sales, 
Dr. MØRKHOLM asked for cooperation from the numismatic periodicals 
in the form of free advertisements. 


A. The Bureau discussed the application of Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization of the United Nations regarding the issue of comme- 
morative coins in 1968 and decided to recommend the FAO to 
negotiate direct with national mints and with FIDEM. 


B. For the next meeting of the Bureau the invitation of the Numismatic 
Commission of the Academy of Sciences in Czechoslovakia was 
accepted. The meeting should take place in Prague, preferably during 
the first week of July 1968.

A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF GREEK COIN HOARDS 


CoLin M. Kraay, Oxford, submitted for discussion a plan concerning 
the preparation and publication of an inventory of Greek coin hoards 
to replace S. P. Noe's Bibliography of Greek Coin Hoards, (Numismatic 
Notes and Monographs 78, 1937). 

In the discussion of the practical details Herbert Cahn, Philip Grierson, 
and Christof Boehringer offered various suggestions. 

It was agreed upon to refer the establishment of an editorial sub- 
committee to the plenaty session of the Commission on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 2nd (see below, p. 17). 


. SYLLOGE NUMMORUM GRAECORUM 


PAUL NasTER, Louvain, submitted for discussion some ideas concern- 
ing the possible internationalisation of the Sylloge Nummorum Grae- 
corum and suggested an organisation on the same lines as that of the 
Corpus Vasorum Antiquorum, which is published by the Union Acadé- 
mique Internationale. By such means it might be possible to get grants 
from UNESCO and CISPH (Conseil international de la Philosophie et 
des Sciences humaines). 

In the following discussion various critical remarks on the principles 
of the Sylloge publication as such were made by BALÁzs KAPOSSY and 
J. P. GUÉPIN. A 

C. H. V. SUTHERLAND concluded the discussion by pointing out that 
the principles of cataloguing coins embodied in the Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum were the principles of the future. It was agreed that the 
question should be referred to the Bureau for further discussion. 


NUMISMATIC LITERATURE 

GEORGE C. MILES, New York, on behalf of the American Numis- 
matic Society put forward a plan for enlisting international assistance 
for the central editors by establishing an international board of contti- 
buting editors, each responsible for a certain geographical area. 
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In the following discussion Mrs. BLUMA TRELL pointed to the danger 
of duplication of work in publishing abstracts both in Numismatic 
Literature and in the Fasti Archaelogici, l'Année Philologique etc. 

MICHAEL CRAWFORD preferred a topical arrangement to the geo- 
graphical one, wished the editors to be more critical, and asked for the 
publication of abstracts in languages other than English. 

R. H. THOMPSON suggested some improvements in the arrangement, 
while KAREL CASTELIN also raised the question of publishing in languages 
other than English. 

PHILIP GRIERSON expressed a strong preference for publishing the 
Numismatic Literature semiannually instead of annually. 

Finally Mr. MILES was advised to present a formal report on the 
matter to the plenary session of the Commission (see below, p. 17). 


PRE-MONETARY HOARDS 

Miss LAURA BREGLIA, Rome, presented information on the work done 
in Italy on pre-monetary hoards and called for international collaboration 
in future scientific research on these hoards. Questioned by Mrs. TRELL 
on the ways and means of doing this, Miss BREGLIA explained that she 
wanted an informal working group to proceed on the work with the 
view to establishing, at a later date, a sub-committee sponsored by the 
International Numismatic Commission after the provision of further 
detailed evidence. 


THE CITY-COINAGES OF THE ROMAN EMPIRE 

E. W. Krimowsky, Tel-Aviv, proposed the appointment of a special 
sub-committee for a systematic study of ancient city-coinages of the 
provinces of the Roman Empire. 

The feasibility of the project was questioned by KONRAD KRAFT and 
Mrs. BLUMA TRELL. C. H. V. SUTHERLAND suggested that a small group 
of interested people might, in co-operation, establish a preliminary 
working plan as a first step towards the solution of the immense and 
complicated problems involved in the project. 


DECIMAL CLASSIFICATION OF COINS 


ARIE KINDLER, Tel-Aviv, proposed the working out of an international 
decimal system for the classification of coins by a sub-committee of the 


Commission.

1. Ratification of the minutes of the plenary session held in Vienna 1965. 


The minutes of the plenary session held in Vienna on September 3rd 
1965 (published in Compte-rendu 12, 1964/65, p. 7-10) were approved 
unanimously. 


2. Report of tbe activities of tbe Bureau. 

The Commission was informed of the activities of the Bureau by the 
President, who explained that the Bureau had met at the intervals 
prescribed by the constitution. The Treasurer M* MARTIN, submitted the 
accounts of the Commission for the years 1965 and 1966. These were 
unanimously approved. 

The Secretary, Dr. MØRKHOLM, explained that information from the 
secretariat was sent out to member institutions and honorary members 
and that it was the duty of the member institutions to make this in- 
formation available to their individual members. 


3. Report of the activities of the International Centre for Numismatic Studies 
in Naples. 

Miss BREGLIA submitted a report on the activities of the Centro 
Internazionale di Studi Numismatici, Napoli (Italia). The committee of 
direction (see Compte-rendu 13/1966, p. 18) was re-elected for two years 
without any changes. 


4. Date and place for the next International Numismatic Congress. 


With the recommendation of the Bureau Dr. GEORGE C. MILEs, New 
York, formally invited the Commission to accept an offer, which he 
made on behalf of the American Numismatic Society, New York, and 
the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, that the next international 
numismatic Congress should be arranged in those cities in 1973. The 
President informed the Commission that a preliminary invitation to hold 
the next Congress in Prague had also been offered by Mme EMANUELA 
NOHÉJLOVA-PRATOVA on behalf of the Numismatic Commission of the 
Academy of Sciences of Czechoslovakia. The President then thanked both 
Dr. Mites and Mme NoHÉJLovÁ-PRÁTOVÁ and suggested that a smaller 
colloquium on a restricted theme might be arranged in Prague at a date 
before the Congress. 
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In the following discussion Messrs. BERGHAUS, GRIERSON, and 
LAFAURIE preferred Prague as the place for the next Congress, while 
Professor SCHWARZ argued for New York. 

Dr. KLIMOWSKY raised the question of publishing proceedings after the 
next Congress and asked that this point also should be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Mme NOHÉJLOVA-PRATOVA expressed her willingness to explore the 
possibility of arranging a colloquium in Prague. 

The President then recommended to the Commission the acceptance 
of the offer brought by Dr. Mirzs. To this Dr. GRIERSON proposed an 
amendment requesting the Bureau to reconsider its recommendation that 
the next Congress should take place in America and if possible to arrange 
for a meeting in Prague. The amendment of Dr. GRIERSON was defeated 
by 20 votes to 15. The invitation of Dr. MILEs was then accepted nem. 
con. by 21 votes. 

It was agreed that the practical arrangements for the next Congress 
should be worked out by a committee representing the International 
Numismatic Commission, The Smithsonian Institution, and the American 
Numismatic Society. 


Election to tbe Bureau 


The Bureau proposed to the Commission that Dr. RYSZARD KIERs- 
NOWSKI, Poland, and Dr. GEORGE C. Mrs U.S.A., should be elected 
to the Bureau instead of Mr. SAWYER, MCA. MossER, U.S.A., and Dr. 
Nits LUDVIG RASMUSSON, Sweden, both of whom wished to retire on 
account of their health. 

Dr. PHILIP GRIERSON expressed in general the desirability of a more 
frequent rotation in the Bureau. 

The proposal to elect Dr. KIERSNOWSKI and Dr. MILES was then 
accepted unanimously by the Commission.

MORKHOLM, Copenhagen, and MARGARET THOMPSON, New York, was 
elected. 


B. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum 

PAUL NASTER's proposal for the internationalisation of the Sylloge 
Nummorum Graecorum was referred back to the Bureau for further 
study. 


C. Numismatic Literature 


The Commission approved unanimously the following resolution read 
by GEORGE C. MILES: 


The International Numismatic Commission, recognizing the usefulness 
of Numismatic Literature, expresses the hope that the publication of 
Numismatic Literature will continue as in the past, with such modific- 
ations and changes as were announced in the June 1967 issue. However, 
in consideration of the fact that the American Numismatic Society has 
announced its concern about its ability to continue publication of Numis- 
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matic Literature under the present arrangement for the procurement of 
abstracts, the International Numismatic Commission favors and supports 
the establishment of an international board of Contributing Editors in 
the expectation that a cooperative method of distributing responsibility 
will enable numismatists and scholars working in related historical and 
archaeological disciplines to continue to have available to them this 
bibliographical research tool. The Commission is confident that the 
leading numismatic scholars of all countries will do their utmost to 
cooperate with the Editor of Numismatic Literature in furthering this 
international undertaking. 


An informal vote showed a great majority (18 to 1) in favour of 
publishing Numismatic Literature semiannually instead of annually. 


D. Pre-monetary boards 

With regard to Mlle BREGLIA's proposal regarding scientific work on 
pre-monetary hoards, it was recommended that a formal report should 
be delivered to the Bureau at a later date. 


E. City-coinages of the Roman Empire 

With regard to E. W. KLIMOWSKY'S proposition for the organization 
of the systematic study af ancient city-coinages of the eastern provinces 
of the Roman Empire, it was recommended that Mr. KLimowskY should 
establish a working group which might then later be accepted as a formal 
sub-committee of the Commission. 


Other business 

The Bureau accepted with pleasure the invitation given by Mme 
NOHÉJLOVA-PRATOVA on behalf of the Numismatic Commission of the 
Academy of Sciences of Czechoslovakia, the Coin Cabinet of the National 
Museum at Prague, and the Numismatic Society of Czechoslovakia, to 
meet in Prague in 1968, preferably during the first week of July.

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VICTOR TOURNEUR 


Numismatists sometimes live long, and the death of VICTOR TOURNEUR 
(1878-1967) in February 1967, at the age of 88, following on that of 
Adrien Blanchet, marks the breaking of a link with what today seems almost 
another epoch, for the earliest publications of both scholars already belong 
to the nineteenth century. Tourneur's original field of study embraced Gallo- 
Roman archeology and Celtic antiquities, but in 1903 he entered the Cabinet 
des Médailles at Brussels and thenceforward his career was bound up with 
numismatics and with the Bibliothéque royale. He was appointed conserva- 
teur adjoint of the Cabinet des Médailles in 1911, conservateur in 1919, and 
conservateur-en-chef of the Bibliothéque in 1929, holding this post until his 
retirement in 1942. He was Professeur de Numismatique et de l'Histoire de 
la Monnaie at the Université libre de Bruxelles from 1931 to 1948. 

Tourneurs numismatic publications cover a wide field, ranging from 
Greek and Gaulish coins to medals of the 19th and 20th centuries. His 
interest in medals developed early, the first volume of his Catalogue des 
médailles du Royaume de Belgique being published in 1911, and it was in 
this field, and perhaps in that of the coinage of the Low Countries in the 
18th century, that his most important contributions to learning were made. 
Some of his work on coins seems to a modern scholar old-fashioned, for he 
held the view that numismatics was strictly a branch of archeology, con- 
cerned with the description, dating, and elucidation of material objects, and 
that the numismatist who ventured into the field of economic history, or 
even into that of monetary history, was dealing with things outside his 
competence and even beyond his concern. His Initiation à la numismatique 
nonetheless remains the best short introduction to the subject that has yet 
been written. 

It is probable, indeed, that Tourneur's services to numismatics lay less 
in the field of pure scholarship than in the energy and enthusiasm which 
he displayed in forwarding the interests of the subject. He was an inde- 
fatigable organiser of congresses and exhibitions, and since he had a fine 
presence, great self-confidence, an unusual command of languages, and 
considerable gifts as a speaker he could always be relied upon if one was 
at a loss for an address on any subject. He played a major role in bringing 
about the resumption of international co-operation in the numismatic field 
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in the years after the Second World War, although by then he was almost 
in his seventies, and he was President of the Commission International de 
Numismatique from 1936 to 1950. 

His last public appearance was at the reception held at the Hótel de Ville 
in Brussels in June 1966 to celebrate the 125th anniversary of the foundation 
of the Société royale belge de numismatique, and it was perhaps only then 
that his friends from other countries were first made conscious, through his 
physical though not his mental weakening, of the great age he had attained. 
Though he had ceased for some time to contribute personnally to the literature 
of numismatics, his death means for many the breaking of the last surviving 
link with a long-distant past. 

PHILIP GRIERSON 


RICHARD BERTRAM WHITEHEAD 
1879-1967 


Dr. WHITEHEAD, who died at Cambridge, England, on March 4th, 1967, 
aged 87, was for more than half a century a leading authority on Indian 
numismatics. After gaining a First Class Honours degree in Mathematics 
at Oxford he joined the Indian Civil Service and worked in the Punjab 
from 1903 to 1922. He quickly came to understand the unique historical 
interest of the coin finds that were then being made in the area; for especially 
in such poorly documented periods as those of the Indo-Greeks and Indo- 
Scythians, the principle evidence is often that of coins. In 1910 he became 
one of the founders of the Numismatic Society of India, serving as Honorary 
Secretary and Treasurer for the next eleven years. 


Whitehead's best known publications were perhaps those devoted to the 
Indo-Greek coinage, but he also took special interest in the Mughal Empire 
and in the Durranis of Afghanistan. These were the three periods covered 
by his Catalogue of the Coins in the Punjab Museum, Lahore, for the first 
two volumes of which, appearing in 1914, he was awarded the Prix Drouin 
of the French Académie des Inscriptions; the volume on the Durranis 
completed the trilogy in 1936. In more than 40 published articles he showed 
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equal authority and penetration: his "Notes on Indo-Greek Numismatics’ 
(Numismatic Chronicle, 1923) made known a spectacular find of Indo- 
Bactrian tetradrachms, while in the series "Notes on the Indo-Greeks 
(Num. Chron. 1940, 1947, 1950) he reported and commented on the 
numerous discoveries in this field over nearly two decades. No less important 
were his papers on the portrait medals and zodiacal coins of Jahangir 
(Num. Chron. 1929, 1931) and his essay in historical geography, "The river 
courses of the Punjab and Sind' (Indian Antiquary, 1932). 


After his retirement from India in 1922 Whitehead, who had settled in 
Cambridge, was active in the work of the Royal Numismatic Society, on 
whose Council he served as Vice-President and as Foreign Secretary. He 
presided over the Oriental Section of the International Numismatic Congress 
in 1936, and recognition of his work was forthcoming from many quarters: 
in 1921 he had been elected a Corresponding Member of the American 
Numismatic Society and in 1947 received their Huntington Medal; in 1940 
he became a Doctor of Letters at Cambridge; in the same year he was 
awarded the Medal of the Royal Numismatic Society. He had been a Fellow 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal since 1931 and the Asiatic Society of 
Bombay awarded him the Campbell Memorial Gold Medal in 1962. On 
his relinquishment of office as Secretary he had received a special silver 
medal of the Numismatic Society of India, and their Bronze Medal in 1934; 
in 1966 he was elected first Honorary Fellow of the Society, which he 
helped to found 56 years earlier. In 1953 he was elected an honorary 
member of The International Numismatic Commission. 

Dr. Whitehead married after his return to England Mrs. L. M. E. Barnes 
(the daughter and widow of men who had also served in India), who 
predeceased him in 1961. Throughout his retirement he kept in touch with 
young scholars coming forward to make their contribution to Indian numis- 
matics, especially those from India. He freely communicated his own 
enthusiasm and provided a link with the pioneer discoveries of his younger 
days. He will be remembered not only for his generous encouragement of 
students, his old-world charm and kindly sense of humour, but above all 
for his balanced and dependable judgment of a coin or an idea and the 
meticulous accuracy acquired from his early mathematical training.
